experlence during 1927—the first
. year that compulsory lasurance yus
effective in Massachusetts," the of-
ficlal said. “In establishing the 1370
rates, insurance authorities will
have the benefit of two yeara' ex-
perlence. It is perfectly possible that
tha 1229 ratea will prove too low
and that even higher rates will be
necessury for the following year."

by Wesley B, Monk, stute Insurance
commissloner, showed increascs In
some ciasis almost double the 1928
rates,

Dexpite the rate hoosts, George A,
Parker, registrar of motor vehicles,
sald today he did not believe the In-
creases would keop many cars off
the road.

“Otir experience thus far has Indi-
ecated that compulsory insurance has
had Mitle effect in Keeping cars off
